EDINBURGH  AMUSEMENT* 


THURSDAY,  OCTOBER  3.  1776. 


Retrospective  ViFW  o/Afkairs  ref¬ 
lating  to  the  American  Colonies*  TP.  5.]] 

During  tbls  war  of  the  petitions, 
one  had  been  fent  from  Birming¬ 
ham  and  prefeiited,  intitled,  a  petition 
from  the  inhabitants  of  that  town  and 
iieighbonrhood,  in  which  they  fet  forth, 
that  any  relaxation  in  the  execution  of 
the  laws,  relpei^ting  the  colonies,  would 
greatly  injure  the  commerce  of  Bir¬ 
mingham  ;  and  ftrongly  urging,  that  the 
houfe  would  exert  its  utmolt  endeavours 
to  fupport  the  authority  of  the  laws. 
No  other  petition  or  addrefs  had  then 
appeared  in  favour  of  ftrong  mcafures  a- 
gainft  America  ;  and  it  was  fufpeifted, 
that  this  had  been  procured  by  indirect 
pradices,  as  moft  of  thofe  who  had  fign- 
ed  the  paper  were  perfons  po  ways 
concerned  in  the  ftaple  manufadures  of 
the  place  ;  at  lead,  fuch  as  were  did  not 
exjiort  any  confiderable  quantity  toA- 
merica.  Another  petition,  to  a  contrary 
w'as  figned  and  prefented  by 
thofe  who  dealt  moft  largely  in  that 
branch,  A  leading  gentleman  in  the  mi¬ 
nority  obferved,  that  the  ininiftry  had 
frccjuently  reproached  the  oppoiition 
with  unfair  meilrods  in  procuring  thefc 
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petitions ;  that  now,  one  place  having 
fpoken  fuch  dilferent  languages,  they 
had  an  opportunity  of  dilcovering  the 
truth  of  that  matter,  and  of  effedually 
difcoiiraging  fuch  matters  for  the  future  t 
he  therefore  moved,  that  it  fliould  be  an 
inftrudion  to  the  committee,  to  inquire 
into  the  manner  of  procuring  and  fign- 
ing  both  petitions ;  and  alfo,  how  far  the 
perfons,  feverally  ligning  them,  are  con¬ 
cerned  in  the  trade  to  North- America, 
The  motion,  as  ufual,  was  over-ruled* 

In  this  manner  the  parties  tried  their 
feveral  forces  in  parliament  and  in  the 
nation,  previous  to  the  bringing  in  the 
grand  meafure,  on  which  the  ininiftry 
refted  their  hope  of  finally  breaking  the 
fpirit  w'hich  gave  them  fo  much  trouble 
in  America.  It  was  Evident,  that  their 
failure  in  their  former  plans  had  not  in 
the  leaft  abated  the  rcadinefs  Ihewm  by 
both  houfes  of  parliament  to  adopt  any 
others  which  adminiftration  Ihould  pro- 
pofe ;  and  it  was  confidently  believed 
and.  afferted,  that  when  the  merchants 
and  manufadurers  were  deprived  of  all 
hopes  of  preventing  the  operation  of 
forc^,  it  would  then  bi'comc  their  inte- 
reft  to  give  all  poftible  effect io  it.  They 
would  thus  become,  by  degrees,  a  prin-

ill  any  indance,  whilft  the  oppofition  in 
America  continued.  Others  (aid,  that 
the  hill  contained  a  multiplicity  of,  mat¬ 
ter.  Many  of  its  parts  were  liable  to^  ^ 
and  feemed  to  require  much  leparatedif- 
cnHiou  :  they  were  fo  numerous,  and  fo 
various  in  their  nature,  that  the  aggre¬ 
gate  mafs  appeared  too  great  to  be  com- 
pi  ifed  in  one  draught.  # 

'J'he  noble  lord,  at  the  head  of  the  A- 
merican  department,  behaved  with  great 
moderation,  lie  faid,  that  the  bill  took 
in  fuch  a  variety  of  matter,  that  it  was 
inipollible  to  pronounce  any  immediate 
opinion  concerning  its  propriety  ;  and 
tli.it  as  its  noble  author  did  not  feem  to 
profs  the  houfe  to  any  immediate  deci- 
ii(*p,  but  .qipeared  rather  defirous  that  it 
Ihoiild  be  maturely  and  fully  confidered, 
lie  fnp poled  it  would  be  agreeable  to 
lion,  and  he  would  have  no  obje^lion  to 
ivccive  it  upon  that  condition,  that  it 
(hc.uld  lie  upon  the  table  till  the  Amerr- 
e.ni  papers  were  firft  taken  into  confide- 
ration. 

Whether  refpe*^  for  the  framer  of  the 
bill,  or  whatever  the  motives  were  that 
induced  this  conccflion,  they  had  no  cf- 
flit  on  the  other  lonls  in  adminiflration, 
who  oppolVd  it  with  fo  much  heat,  as  to 
lot  get  that  attention  which  its  author, 
and  tlte  importance  fd'  the  fubjec^,  feem¬ 
ed  to  demand.  It  is  unufual  in  parlia¬ 
ment  to  iciei‘1,  on  the  fir  A  proportion, 
any  bill  for  an  oixjei  t  allowed  to  be  nc- 
eellary;  and  promiting,  liowever  faintly 
or  rndily,  any  plan  for  obtaining  the  end 
piopofed.  Hut  the  proeeeiling  on  this 
occalu'.n  was  diderent.  They  condem- 
md,  without  referve,  the  bill  in  the 
wIk'!--,  and  in  all  its  parts  ;  and  cenfured 
tl'.c  mode  cf  bringing  it  in,  as  irregular, 
imp.'iiliamentary,  and  unprecedented. 

'fi'o  noble  framer  <lefcnded  Idmfelf 
.and  h:s  bill  from  the  numerous  attacks 
which  were  made  on  both,  with  great 
Ijiiiit  and  vigour.  The  indignity  which 
was  odered  leemed  to  renew  all  the  fire 
of  yuuth;  and  he  retorted  the  farcafms, 
vvhicn  xx-cre  levelled  upon  him  from  dif- 
terent  (pu.irteT'^,  with  a  moll  pointed  fe- 
!'h'  ■  eh..rgc(l  with  hurrying 

tins  bubneis  in  an  nnufual  and  irregular 
U'.anr.er  into  parliament,  he  placed  it  to 
the  exitic.d  necelbty  of  the  times  ;  to  the 
wretched  inability  an  I  ii’capacitv  of  the 
niinidcr-.,  who,  theugh  they  declared  all 
Anu  ricato  he  in  reb  llion,  had  not,  at 
l!ur  late  fe.alcn,  a  pl.an  to  propofe,  or  a 
l»dem  to  purluC,  tor  the  adjuftment  of 
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j'iiibllc  affairs ;  that  under  fiieh  circiim- 
itaiiees  of  emergency  on  one  fide,  when 
peihaps  a  (ingle  day  might  deteritiine  the 
fate  of  tliis  great  empire;  and  fiich  a 
thamcful  negligence,  inattention,  and 
want  of  ability  on  the  other,  no  alterna¬ 
tive  lemained,  but  either  to  abandon  the 
iniercfls  of  his  country,  and  relinqniih 
his  duty,  or  to  propofe  fuch  meafures  as 
feemed  the  moft  capabie  of  reftoiing 
peace  and  quiet.  He  then  called  upon 
the  fcrvaiits  of  the  crown  to  declare, 
whether  they  had  any  plan,  however  de- 
ficieiit,  to  lay  before  the  houfe  ?  And 
that  if  they  had,  he  would  fet  them  an 
example  of  candour  which  they  by  no 
means  deferred,  by  inftantly  withdraw¬ 
ing  the  prefent  bill. 

This  debate  of  coiufe  called  up  the 
whole  of  the  American  affairs,  w'hich  ac¬ 
cordingly  underwent  much  difcuffion. — 
After  a  long  and  molt  pointed  debate, 
the  bill  was  rejected  by  a  majority  of  6i 
to  32  ;  not  being  even  allowed  to  lie  upon 
the  table.  Upon  this  queltion  his  royal 
highnefs  the  duke  of  Cumberland  voted 
in  the  minority. 

The  day  after  this  debate,  a  petition 
was  prefented  to  the  houfe  of  commons, 
from  tlic  planters  of  the  fugar  colonies 
i(  liding  in  P.rrat  Hrilaiji,  and  the  mer¬ 
chants  of  London  trading  to  thofe  colo- 
niis.  In  this  petition  they  fet  forth,  how 
exceedingly  they  were  alarmed  at  the  nf- 
f(;ciation  and  agreement  entered  into  by 
the  cofitincidal  congrefs,  in  cor.fequencc 
of  which  all  trade  between  North-Ame- 
jica  and  tlie  Well  Indies  w'as  to  ceafe  at 
.»  given  d.iy,  unlefs  the  a<fts  of  parliament 
ihertin-fpecificd  were  repealed  by  that 
lime.  'J'hey  Hated,  that  the  Britiih  pro¬ 
perty  in  the  Weft  India  iflands  amounievl 
1')  ujuvards  of  thirty  millions  fterliiig  ; 
that  a  further  property  of  many  millions 
was  employed  in  the  commerce  created 
1  y  the  fald  iflands;  a  convmerce  com- 
Vk  I. ending  Africa,  the  Eaft  Indies  and 
fnropc;  and  that  the  whole  profits  and 
produce  of  thofe  capitals  ultimately  cen- 
in  Clreat  Britain,  and  add  to  the  na¬ 
tional  wealth,  while  the  navigation  nccef- 
foy  to  all  its  branches  cftablilhcs  a 
frength  whicir  wealth  can  neither  piir- 
elv.fc  nor  balance. 

'Pluy  (hewed,  that  the  fugar  planta¬ 
tions  ifi  the  Weft  Indies  are  fubje(fl  to  a 
greater  variety  of  contingencies  than 
any  other  fpeeies  of  property,  from  their 
iu'c«  ft  iry  dependence  on  external  fup- 
?^>rl ;  that  therefore,  ihould  any  interrup¬ 


tion  happen  in  the  general  fyftem  of  their 
commeice,  the  great  nation.d  ftock,  thus 
veiled  and  employed,  mull  become  pre¬ 
carious  and  unproHtable ;  and  that  ti  e 
profits  ariling  from,  the  prelent  Hate  of 
thofe  iilands,  and  what  are  likely  to  <an  e 
fiom  their  future  improvement,  in  a 
great  meafure  depend  on  a  free  aiul  reci¬ 
procal  intcrcourfe  between  them  and  the 
leveral  provinces  of  Noiih  America,  from 
W’hencc  they  are  furnillied  with  provi- 
fions  and  other  fupplies,  abfolutely  ne- 
cefiary  for  their  fupport,  and  the  mainte¬ 
nance  of  (heir  plantations. 

They  then  proceed  to  ftiew,  that  (hey 
could  not  be  fupplied  from  any  othtr 
markets,  and  in  any  degree  proportionalc 
to  their  wants,  with  thofe  articles  tT  In- 
difpcnliblc  neceftity,  which  they  now  de¬ 
rive  from  the  middle  colonies  of  North- 
America;  and  that  if  the  agreement  and 
aftbeiation  of  the  congrefs  lake  full  eftc(51, 
w'hich  they  firmly  believe  will  happen, 
unlefs.  the  former  harmony  w’hieh  fub- 
fifted  between  this  kingdom  and  the  A.- 
merienn  cobmies,  td  tlie  infinite  aiivan- 
tage  of  both,  be  reftored,  the  iflands  will 
be  reduced  to  the  utmoft  diftrefs.  This 
petition,  like  all  the  former  upon  the 
fame  fubjed,  w'as  referred  to  U^e  gfta- 
blilhed  petition-committoc. 

The  time  was  at  length  arrived,  when 
the  miniftcr  thought  proper  to  open  his 
deligns  with  refpc^l  to  America.  On  llie 
day,  \ipc)n  which  the  Weft  India  pi  tiiitni 
held  been  prefented,  he  in  a  long  fpccch 
recapitulated  tl»e  infonuation  contained' 
in  thofe  American  papers  >vhich  hail  been  , 
referred  to  the  committee  [See,  for  thU 
aVtoe  in yiv//,  Voi.  xxvii.  P.219.].  ’ 

The  gentlemen  of  llic  minority  con¬ 
tended,  that  it  w’as  r.  matter  of  little  im¬ 
portance,  ■  whether  the  diftnrbanccs 
which  prevailed  in  all  the  colonies, 
might  be  termed  jn  legal  acceptation 
bcllions  or  not.  The  queftion  bcfoig 
the  houfe  was,  whether  it  was  prudent 
for  parliament,  and  at  that  time,  to  di- 
dare  them  fo.  For  if  parliament  ftionld 
find  it  neceflary,  in  the  coiirfe  of  events, 
to  reconcile  by  any  concelTion,  treaty 
with  and  concelfion  to  rebels  would  be 
bighly  diibonqurablc  to  parliament.  If  a 
treaty  ftiould  not  take  place,  their  arms 
would  never  be  the  more  powcrfi^I 
diftinguiftiing  the  war  by  the  name  of 
rebellion.  That  it  would’ render  many 
in  America,  if  not  all,  quite  jief|>eratc ; 
and  make  them  think  thcmfclvca 
tehding  for  their  lives,  propcrtlef,  tnd

'Pile  birds  that  you  get  from  the  new 
world  for  the  emperor,  will  be  very  curi¬ 
ous  ;  but  I  doubt,  noUvithftanding  all 
the  precautions,  whether  they  will  reach 
our  climates  alive.  Many  attempts  have 
been  made  to  bring  here  the  Coiibriy  and 
\\\vjly-bini  They  died  within  a  finall 
diliance  from  our  ports. 

Providence,  in  giving  us  the  peacock, 
has  fufiicicntly  enriched  us  without  feek- 
ir.g  clfevvhere  for  winged  beauties.  Jn- 
dted  America  has  nothing  fo  magnificent 
as  our  moil  beautiful  birds :  but  xve  ge¬ 
nerally  prefer  what  is  foreign,  for  the  on¬ 
ly  rtafon  that  it  comes  from  afar. 

You  muft  be  much  pleafed  with  the 
undert.iking  of  M.  de  Buftbn,  a  French 
aeademieian,  and  his  iinl  volumes  that 
are  publiihed.  I  don’t  know  them  per- 
ft^^ily,  as  I  only  read  them  hallily ;  but 
the  whole  fecins  to  me  admirably  well 
w  ritten.  1  am  only  ibrry  that  the  author 
oi  a  natural  hi  (lory  ihould  declare  liim- 
feif  for  a  fyfienu  It  is  apt  to  make  ns 
doubt  many  things  that  hw  advances,  and 
to  have  battles  to  fight  againft  thole  who 
are  not  of  his  opinion.  .Befides,  what¬ 
ever  deviates  from  the  Gentjis  on  the 
creatirui  of  the  world,  has  no  prop  but 
paradoxes,  or  at  leall  hypothelcs. 

None  but  Mofes,  as  an  infpired  ai;- 
thor,  can  really  teach  us  the  formation 
(»f  the  vviii  Ul  and  its  developemc  nt.  Mofes 
is  not  an  F.picurus,  who  has  reconrle  to 
atoms  ;  a  Lucretius,  who  believes  mat¬ 
ter  to  he  eternal  ;  a  Spinofa,  who  ad¬ 
mits  a  ntaterial  God  ;  a  Des  Cartes,  who 
•  ilp>  OP  the  laws  of  motion — hut  a  legif- 
l.itor  who  announces  to  all  men,  without 
any  h*  lit"ttion,  without  dread  of  being 
millnken,  how  the  wt)rld  was  created. 
T'lothing  is  more  (imple,  and  more  fub- 
I'Uie,  tlian  his  btginniiig.  In  the  le fin- 
GoJ  created  tie  heai'en  and  the  larih,

If  he  had  been  an  cyc-witnefs  of  it,  he 
could  not  have  fpoken  with  more  cer¬ 
tainty  ;  and  by  thefe  words,  mythology, 
fyftems  and  abfurdities  are  cruihed,  and 
appear  only  as  chimeras  to  the  eyes  of 
reafon. 

Whoever  does  not  fee  truth  in  what 
Mfes  relates,  is  not  worthy  of  knowing 
it.  Fvery  day  we  fee  people  embracing 
hypothefes  which  are  not  even  probable; 
and  lhall  wc  not  give  credit  to  what 
gives  the  kighefl  idea  of  the  power  ami 
wifdom  of  Goil  ? 

An  eternal  world  offers  a  thoufand 
more  diiliculiies  than  an  eternal  intelli<? 
gent  Being ;  and  a  co-eternal  world  is 
an  abfurdity  which  cannot  exift,  becanfe 
nothing  is  fo  aiuicnt  as  God,  Befides, 
he  is  a  ncccfl'ary  being — the -world  it 
not. 

Can  matter,  a  thing'  w’holly  contin¬ 
gent,  abfoluttly  inert,  -pretend  to  the 
fame  prerogatives  as  a  fpirit  all-powcrfid 
and  immaterial  ?  Thofe  wild  fancies  have 
taken  their  birth  from  a  delirious  imagi- 
natiini,  and  dcmonllrate  the  alloiiilhir.g 
weaknefs  of  man  when  he  liftens  to  him- 
Icif  alone. 

The  hiftory  of  nature  is  a  book  (hut 
to  all  generations,  if  they  have  not  in 
view  a  God,  Creator  and  Prejtrver ;  for 
nothing  is  more  fenfiblc  than  his  a^ion. 
The  fun  in  all  his  magnificence  and  fplen- 
dor,  though  adored  by  different  natrons, 
lias  neitiwr  imderflanding  nor  difeern- 
ment ;  and  if  his  conrfe  is  fo  regular  a« 
never  to  be  intcrrupterl  an  inffant,  the 
reafon  is  plain,  he  receives  tlie  impulfion 
from  a  bupreme  Agent,  whofe  orders 
arc  executed  with  the  grcatell  puin^lua-  ' 
lity. 

It  is  in  vain  for  us  to  caff  our  eyes  on 
the  vaft  extent  (d  this  univerfe :  wt  fee 
it  contained  in  the  immenfity  of  a  Being 
before  whom  all  the  w  orld  is  as  if  it  did 
not  exift.  It  would  be  very  lingular,  if 
the  fmallcll  work  cannot  exiit  without 
its  Maker,  that  the  world  (hould  have 
the  priviUge  of  not  owning  its  cxiffcnce 
and  iis  Uauty  but  to  ilfelf  alone.  Kea- 
fon  forms  to  hcrfclf  frightful  precipices 
when  (he  hearkens  oidy  to  oiir  paffions 
and  fenfes ;  and  rrafen  without  faith  is 
poor.  All  the  academics  of  the  univerfe 
may  imagine  fyftrms  on  tlie  creation  rrf 
the  world;  but,  alter  all  their  refearches, 
all  Ihe'ir  coniec) liter-,  all  their  calcula¬ 
tions,  and  nuiifitm’es  of  voliirrics,  they 
will  tell  me  rnucii  lets  than  Mofis  tells  in 
pr.c  |>a^e  ^  and  whal  tiKy  Uil  ix 
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nf  proT.iMlity.  Siuli  is  tlie  (IlfTtreiice 
b-!\vi':t  tMf  imn  who  t)nly  Ipeaks  ut 
l.nnUll',  .oul  the  man  who  is  inlpiicd.

the  excefs  of  the  proud  angels,  nor  inU 
that  of  the  incredulous,  who  reduce 
the mft Ives  to  the  condition  of  brutes,  ' 
Ytjiir  letter,  my  lord,  has  led  me  to 
thefe  rcnedlioiis;  and  1  confefs  to  you, 
at  the  fame  time,  that  I  have  no  greater 
fatibf.Kltion  ti'.an  when  I  find  an  occafion 
to  fpeak  of  (lod.  lie  is  the  clement  of 
onr  heart.  It  is  in  his  love  alone  that 
the  ht  .irt  can  unfold  itfclf. 

From  the  earlitfl  time  of  my  youth  I 
was  fcnfiblc  of  that  great  truth,  and  i 
chofe  the  eloitler  confeqiiently  as  a  re 
tirement  feparated  from  the  creatures 
wlierein  1  might  more  eaftly  think  of  my 
Creator.  Society  with  the  world  is  fo 
tumultuous,  that  one  feldom  feels  the  re 
collc45tion  tliat  unites  us  to  God. 

I  thought  I  was  juft  writing  a  fermon 
with  this  ditference,  that,  inftead  of  end* 
ing  with  yiWft/;,  1  ihall  end  it  with  the 
refpeift  that  is  due  to  you,  and  with 
which  I  li.avc  the  honour  to  be,

UlS'rORY  will  dra’v  a  comparifon 
bet4veen  Clement  XIV.  and  Sixtus 
Qj;  'Uiis  ;  nor  wiil  it  be  a  h.ird  talk  to 
Ihew  how  far  they  were  alike,  and  how 
tar  tht  y  were  unlike  one  another. 

Both  entered  the  order  of  conventual 
bills;  but  Sixtus  was  only  the  fon  of  a 
herdfman,  and  of  obfeure  birth,  wliereas 
Clement  was  the  fon  of  a  phyli4  iai),  and 
defeendt'd  from  a  genllemaids  family 
originally  of  iu  and  not 

of  Fronchr-cowtfy  as  foine  gave  ont. 

Sixtus  lived  in  the  cloifter  much  lefs 
belove4l  tlmn  eileenukl  :  Clement  was 
luuverf.illy  beloved  and  refpecleci. 

SixtiKs  put  iu  m4")tion  every  fecret 
fpring  of  policy,  and  even  aflumeil  an 
exterior  id  humility  to  obtain  the  Papa 
cy ;  Clcuieut  ilieaikMl  tint  formidable 
bniabm  more  than  di  ifh  irfelf. 

Sixtun,  (luring  bis  nontitieate,  flicwed 
a  li.kiehlint  fs  .nid  inflcxibiUtv,  by  which 
be  oiten  often. led  tin*  potentates:  Cle- 
meiU  became  the  friend  of  the  monarchs 
by  his  moft  <  n^Mging  character  and 
peact .able  difpofuion. 

Sixtus,  hill  more  jealous  of  his  tempo- 
rd  th.in  of  his  fpiritual  authority,  laii  his 
race  to  i^lory  by  grandeur  anvl  feverity  ; 
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Element  acquired  a  more  folid  and  more 
ncrited  reputation,  by  flievving  himfelf 
.ither  a  father  than  a  fovereigii. 

Sixtus  publiihed  decrees  which  fliewed 
lis  Ikill  in  the  art  of  government,  and 
u)w  well  he  could  make  himfelf  obeyed : 
;leinent,  even  when  he  commanded, 
tt  incd  to  intreat ;  and  his  edids,  whofe 
)bied  wat  both  the  fpiritual  and  tempo- 
al  welfare  of  thofe  concerned,  Ihewcd 
\i  one  and  the  fame  time"  the  Pope  and 
the  Prince. 

^  Sixtus  ernbelliOicd  Rome  with  (bme 
precious  monuments,  which  proved  his 
taite  for  magnificence  and  the  arts  :  Cle¬ 
ment,  by  his  Mu!\Eum  (the  fight  of  which 
is  ’Hoft  ravilhing),  Ihewed  evidently  that 
he  was  no  lefs  attentive  to  the  decora- 
ti(ni  of  the  capital  than  the  former,  and 
that  he  contributed  no  lefs  towards  it. 

Sixtus  aggrandized  his  own  family  by 
riiijng  liis  nephew  to  the  dignity  of  car¬ 
dinal :  Clement  would  not  fuller  his  re- 
l.itions  to  be  mentioned  to  him  ; '  and 
himfelf  bore  with  regret  the  honours  he 
could  not  avoid. 

Sixtus,  at  the  folicitation  of  Spain, 
was  confidering  of  the  means  either  to 
aholilh,  or  at  lead  reform  the  company  of 
j'o'us ;  “  but,  being  taken  oft'  by  a  fud- 
‘  den  death,  the.falutary  defign  he  had 
‘  formed  vaniihed,  and  remained  with- 
‘  out  elfert  *  Clement  accomplilhed 
th.e  fiinpreirion  of  that  boily. 

I.altly,  it  was  fufpc(5ted  that  Sixtus 
was  poifoned,  after  h.aving  reigned  five 
years,  four  months,  and  three  days : 
Clement  died,  not  without  the  like  fuf- 
picion,  having  filled  the  chair  of  St  Peter 
the  fame  fpaee  of  time,  within  a  few 
hours. — He  w'as  born  the  31ft  of  Oclober 
i7or,  was  chofen  Pope  the  19th  of  May 
and  died  the  aid  of  September

A  between  the  antienis  and  the  mo¬ 
derns,  being  once  rightly  underfiood, 
to  this.  Whether  trtcs  w’crc  for¬ 
merly  higlier  than  they  arc  now?  Jf  fo, 
Homer.  Plato,  Hcmoflhcnes,  cannot  be 
ecpuiiled  in  thefi*  latter  ages  ;  but,  if  our

trees  are  as  tall  as  tbofe  of  old,  we  may 
equal  them.  Let  us  explain  this  para¬ 
dox.  Jf  the  antients  had  more  wit  than 
we,  it  fpllow's  that  the  brains  of  thofe 
times  were  better  difpofed,  formed  of 
firmer  or  more  delicate  fibres*-  and  filled 
w'ith  a  greater  quantity  of  animal  fpirits: 
but  by  what  means  ftiould  the  brains  of 
thofe  times  have  been  better  difpofed  ? 
The  trees  ought  then  to  have  been 
higher  and  more  beautiful ;  for,  if  nature 
was  then  younger  and  more  vigorous, 
trees,  as  well  as  the  brains  of  men,  ought 
to  have  felt  the  influence  of  that  youth¬ 
ful  vigour.  When  the  admirers  of  the 
antients  tell  us,  that  they  are  the  fprings 
of  judgment  and  reafon,  and  the  lights 
deligned  to  enlighten  the  reft  of  man¬ 
kind  ;  that  the  mcafure  of  our  admira¬ 
tion  of  them  is  the  teft  of  our  wit ;  and 
that  nature  has  exhaufted  herfelf  to  pro¬ 
duce  thefc  great  originals  ;  in  tiuth,  they 
rtprefent  them  of  another  kind  than  us, 
and  natural  philofophy  camiot  be  recon¬ 
ciled  to  all  thefe  line  phrafes.  Nature 
hath  in  her  hands  a  certain  clay  that  is 
always  the  fame,  which  flie  turns  and 
handles  continually  a  thoufand  different 
ways,  and  out  of  wdiicli  flie  forms  men, 
animals,  and  vegetables ;  and  certainly 
flic  hath  not  lhaped  Plato,  Dcmofthcncs, 
or  Homer,  of  a  finer  or  better  prepared 
earth  than  oiir  modern  philofophers,  ora¬ 
tors  and  poets.  What  1  obferve  here  is 
with  refped  to  our  fpirits,  that  are  not 
of  a  material  nature,  and  by  their  diffe¬ 
rent  difpofitions  produce  all  the  diffe¬ 
rences  that  are  among  them. 

It  is  plain  that  all  the  differences  be¬ 
tween  the  antients  and  us  muft  be  occa- 
fioned  by  foreign  circumftances,  as  time,- 
government,  and  the  ftate  of’  the  genera¬ 
lity  of  afthirs.  Tlie  antients,  fome  will 
fay,  have  invented  .ill,  therefore  they  pof- 
felfed  more  genius  than  us  ;  but  thin 
decs  not  follow  ;  they  were  only  before 
us.  They  may  as  well  lie  extolled  for 
having  drank  before  its  the  water  of  our 
rivers,  and  we  leflened  and  feorned  for 
only  drinking  their  leavings.  Had  wc 
been  in  their  place,  w'c  fliouM  have  in¬ 
vented  ;  w-ere  they  in  ours,  they  would 
add  to  what  they  found  already  invent¬ 
ed.  There  is  no  great  myftery  in  all 
this. 

1  do  not  fpenk  of  thofe  inventions 
which  owe  their  birth  merely  to  chance, 
and  w'hich  may  honour  the  greateft 
blockhead  in  the  world  ;  I  only  fpeak  of 
that  which  required  fume  meditation 
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aiu!  t tT()rt  of  fiiiiit.  It  lsct.*rtrtiii  thst  the 
ric.il. di  of  tli.it  kiiiil  have  hecu  rctcM  vcil 
tor  c>.tr.4ordinai  y  men  ;  and  tint  all  we

they  could.  We  are  obliged  to  the  an* 
lients  for  having  drained  for  us  moft  of 
the  falfc  ide.is  vve  could  have  had.  There 
was  an  abfolute  ncctllity  of  paying  to  er¬ 
ror  and  ignorance  the  tribute  which  th«y 
have  paid  ;  and  we  ought  to  be  grateful 
t«)  thofc  who  have  difeharged  us  from  it. 
The  like  h.ippens  upon  various  occafions, 
vvlu-rein  there  is  an  infinite  number  of 
fooliih  tilings  which  we  could  fay,  had 
they  not  been  faid,  and  as  it  were  fnatch- 
cd  from  ns  already.  Nevrrthelcfs,  feme 
of  tile  moderns  feize  on  them  again,  be- 
eaufe  they  have  not  yet  been  faid  often 
enough.  Iking  thus  enlightened  by  the 
lights,  and  even  by  the  faults  of  the  an-  g 
tieiits,  it  is  not  to  be  wondered  at  if  we  | 
I’urpafs  them.  Only  to  equal  them  would  , 
prove  ns  of  a  nature  much  inferior  to  ? 
tluir.s,  and  rob  ns  of  the  title  of  men,  1 
wliilll  we  know  they  were  no  more. 

However,  that  the  moderns  may  fur- 
pafs  ihe  antients,  imift  be  admitted: 
1‘or  ex.Miiple,  rhetoric  and  poetry  require 
but  a  certain  number  of  ideas,  circum- 
b  ribed  within  no  very  extended  fphere, 
and  ehielly  depend  on  the  quicknefs  of 
iutagin.ation.  Now,  men  may  in  few 
ages  have  reiiniied  and  collcded  a  fmall 
nninber  of  ideas  ;  and  the  quicknefs  of 
im.igin.ition  hath  no  mied  of  a  long  feries 
e*f  experiments,  nor  of  a  gre«at  number 
of  III  I  e.",  to  attain  llie  higheft  pcrfedlion 
polV.blc  :  lint  iLitnral  philofophy,  phyfic, 
and  matheiiMties,  are  compoftd  of  an  in- 
taiite  miinber  of  ide.i.s,  and  depend  upon 
the  iullnefs  of  the  thinking  facully» 
which  imnroves  it  with  an  extreme  flovv- 
rel's,  and  is  eontinn.dly  improving.  It  is 
neeelVary  that  it  Ihonld  be  helped  by  cx- 
tici'tncnt.s  due  merely  lo  cliance  :  yet  it 
is  plain  ih.at  .ill  this  li.nh  no  end;  and 
that  the  lall  phylicians  and  mathemati¬ 
cians  will  naturally  be  the  moft  learned. 
Indeed  the  principal  notion  of  pliilofo- 
phy,  and  what  eummunleates  itfelf  to 
llie  rclU  I  mean  tlu*  art  of  reafoning,  has 
rteeived  confiderable  improvements  in 
our  age.  .  . 

I  .im  afrai(t  that  many  will  not  be  re- 
eo'u  lied  to  the  following  remark  ;  yet  1 
will  venture  to  give  it  for  thole  who  have 
a  mee  taOe  of  reafoning.  'I'hc  antients 
were  iiot  apt  to  lealbu  with  the  niceft 
piecifinn.  With  them  weak  convtnicn- 
eies,  little  fiiniiitndes,  witticifms  fcarcc 
e>  er  (olid,  wide  and  confnfed  difeonrfee, 
with  vVi  jrcIlioiLs,  often  pafs  for  proofs,  and 
tlius,  indeed,  they  eafily  prove  anything; 
but  wp.at  the  antients  ufed  to  demon* 
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Orate  with  fo  much  eafe,  would  coft  a 
^reat  ural  of  labour  to  the  poor  mo¬ 
derns  ;  for  how  fcvere  are  we  not  grown 
in  ]>oiiit  of  reafonings  ?  They  mull  now 
be  mteliigible,  jull  and  concliilive.  I'lie 
world  is  fo  critical  as  to  point  out  the 
lead  equivocal  cxprellion,  cither  of  ideas 
or  of  words ;  and  fo  Icvcre  as  to  con¬ 
demn  the  moll  ingenious  tiling  if  it  does 
not  come  to  the  point.  Before  Newton, 
Ihicon  and  Locke,  pco[)le  uled  to  re.'ifon 
with  more  eafe  ;  the  former  ages  are  ve¬ 
ry  happy'  not  to  have  had  thefe  great 
men.  In  fliort,  there  is  to  be  found,  not 
only  in  our  works  of  natural  philofophy 
and  mcliiphyrics,  but  alfo  in  thole  of  re¬ 
ligion,  morality  and  criticiTm,  an  exavfl 
inltnel's  and  nice  diferi ruination,  but  little 
km)v\n  ti>  former  ages,  f  am  even  very 
much  aflhie<l  that  they  will  be  bi'oiight 
to  a  Hill  greater  perfection,  as  we  lhall 
one  day  be  antients  too,  and  then  it  will 
be  very  reafonabJe  that  our  poller ity,  in 
their  turn,  correCl  and  outdo  us,  priricr- 
p.illy  in  the  manner  of  reafoning,  whicli 
IS  a  p.nticrrlar  fcicnce,  and,  thorrgh  the 
moll  dilhcult,  the' lead  cultivated  of  any. 

A  Modern.

reqiiell.]

JOHN  WiLMOT,  carl  of  Rodhefter, 
was  born  in  April  Hifi  father 

was  Henry  earl  of  Rocheller,  birt  belt 
known  by  the  title  of  the  loial  Wilmot, 
who  bore  fo  great  a  part  itv  all  tfie  civil 
wars,  that  Uicntion  is  often  made  of  him 
in  tlie  hidory ;  ami  had  tlie  chief  fliave 
in  the  honour  of  the  prefervation  of  king 
Charles  II.  alter  Worceder  fight,  and  tlie 
Ciinveying  him  funii  place  to  place,- till 
he  haiipily  efcaped  into  Prance  ;  but  dy- 
[-g  before  the  king’s  return,  he  left  his 
Ion  little  other  inherilanee  but  the  ho¬ 
nour  and  title  derived  to  him,  with  the

pretenlions  fuch  eminent  fcrvices  gave; 
him  to  the  king’s  favour. 

He  came  from  his  travels  in  the  eigh¬ 
teenth  year  of  his  age,  and  appeared  at 
court  with  as  great  advantages  as  mod 
ever  had.  He  was  a  graceiul  and  well 
draped  perfon,  tall  and  well  made,  if  not 
a  little  too  (lender.  He  was  exaiftly  well 
bred,  and  wliat  by  a  moded  behaviour 
natural  to  him,  what  by  a  civility  be¬ 
come  alrnod  as  natural,  his  converfatioii 
was  eafy  and  obliging.  He  had  a  drange 
vivacity  of  thought  and  vigour  of  ex¬ 
predion.  His  wit  had  a  fubtilcty  and 
fiiblimity  both  that  were  fearce  iinitable. 
His  dile  was  clear  and  dr*ortg.  When  lief 
ufed  figures  they  were  very  lively,  and 
yet  far  enough  out  of  the  common  road; 
He  had  made  himlelf  mader  of  the  an- 
tient  and  modern  wdt,  and  of  the  mo¬ 
dern  French  and  Italian  as  well  j\s  the 
Liiglilh.  He  loved  to  talk  and  write  of* 
fpeculative  matters,  and  did  it  with  fo 
fine  a  thread,  that  even  thofe  who  hated 
the  fnhjcfls  that  his  fancy  ran  upon,  yet 
could  not  but  be  charnned  with  his  wa/ 
of  treating  of  them.  Boileati  among  the 
French,  and  Cowley  among  the  Fnglilh 
wits,  w'ere  thofe  he  admired  moda 
Sometimes  other  men’s  thoughts  mixed 
with  his  compofurcs  ;  but  that  flowed 
rather  from  the  impreffions  they  made 
on  him  when  he  read  them,  by  which 
they  came  to  rctuim  upon  him  as  his 
own  thoughts,  than  tliat  he  fcrvilcly  co¬ 
pied  from  any  3  for  few  men  ever  had  a 
bolder  flight  of  fancy,  morc'lteadily  go¬ 
verned  by  judgment  than  he  had.  No 
w'onder  a  young  man  fo  made,  and  fo 
Improved,  was  rery  acceptable  in  a 
coiiff. 

He  had  fo'  infirely  laid  down  the  in¬ 
temperance  that  was  growing  oft'  hiiii 
befor  e  his  travels;  that  at  his  felurn  he 
hated  nothing  more:  But,  falling  into 
company  that  loved  thefe  cxcefles;  he 
was,  though  not  without  difficulty,  and 
by  many  flteps,  brought  back  to  it  again  s 
and  the  natural  heat  of  his  fancy  being 
indaihed  by  wine,  made  him  fo  extrava¬ 
gantly  plcafant,  that  inany,  to  he  rnortf. 
diverted  by  that  humour,  dudied  fo  cna 
gage  him  neeper  aiid;deet>er  in  intempri 
ranee,  which  at  length  did  fo  hrtirely 
fubdiie  him,  that,  as  he  told  me,  for  five 
years  together  he  wascontinnalfy  drunk  2 
not  all  the  w'hilc  under  the  vifiblc  efTeft 
of  it,  but  hifi  blood  w’AS  fit  inflamed,  that 
he  w'as  not  in  all  that  time  cool  enough 
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t.)  bj  pcrfc^i’v  m.il^fr  of  himfclf.  This 
Ud  him  to  liv  and  do  many  wild  and 
i::i.KViMintab!t‘  thitiiis.

were  fo  clear  and  Itrong,  th«it  from 
thence  I'.e  was  fully  perfuaded  that  death 
was  not  tiic  fpending  or  diflblutioii  of 
the  foul,  but  only  the  feparation  of  it 
from  matter.  lie  l»ad  in  that  ficknefs 
great  remorfes  for  his  part  life  ;  but  he 
afterwards  told  me  that  they  were  rather 
general  and  dark  horrors  than  any  con¬ 
victions  of  finning  againft  God.  lie  was 
forry  lie  had  lived  fo  as  to  wafle  his 
ftrength  fo  foon,  or  that  he  Iiad  brought 
inch  an  ill  name  upon  himfelf,  and  had 
an  agony  in  his  mind  about  it,  which  he 
knew  not  well  how  to  exprefs :  but  at 
Jut  h  times,  though  he  complied  with 
hib  frieinis.  in  fuffering  divines  to  be  feat 
for,  he  faid  he  had  no  great  mind  to  it  ; 
and  tliat  it  was  but  a  piece  of  his  breecl- 
iiig  to  defire  them  to  pray  by  him,  in 
which  he  joined  little  himfelf.

You  appear  to  be  particularly  happy 
in  a  judicious  feleclion  of  matter,  as  well 
as  ‘oitiinaie  iu  having  a  fet  of  covref|>on- 
dents  tnat  would  render  any  publication 
iiivtiii  jiij  refpeclable.  Several  of  them 


feem  to  be  w'ell  qualified  for  lafliing  vice 
and  folly,  confequently  proper  perfons 
to  fuperintend  our  manners.  Otivers 
feem  equally  fitted  to  iufpire  us  with  a 
Jove  of  our  country,  and  to  roufe  us  into 
an  exertion  of  our  natural  ftrength,  and 
ail  altcntiou  to  our  true  interefts.  Fo^r 
my  own  part,  I  freely  confefs  I  have  re¬ 
ceived  great  benefit  from  hints  1  hav-e 
found  in  your  Magazine,  An  ingenuous 
mind  cannot  receive  a  greater  obligation 
than  friendly  advice  and  inftiinftion,  or 
even  reprchenfion  and  moderate  correc¬ 
tion  (when  ncceflary),  provided  always 
it  appears  to  flow  from  good  motives, 
not  from  caprice  or  ill-nature.  TIiai 
humaiie,  the  worthy,  tiie  candid,  are  the 
proper  perfons  to  execute  this  moft  im¬ 
portant  duty.  They  will  always  do  it 
witli  temper  and  miltlnefs  where  circum- 
ftances  will  admit.  Well  knowing  luiw 
very  hard,  nay,  how  impollible  it  is  iti 
this  life  to  arrive  at  perfeiftiori,  and  con- 
ftantly  to  adhere  to  the  paths  of  virtue, 
tl  ey  will  always  be  ready  to  put  the  moft 
favourable  conftruiftion  on  ti.eir  neigU- 
bours*  actions,  and,  where  they  cannot 
altogether  vindicate,  make  all  rcafonable 
allowances  for  the  errors  of  their  fcHow> 
creatures.  \  am  apt  to  think  tliat,  fet- 
ting  afidc  all  vicituis  paifions  and  incli¬ 
nations,  the  moft  upright  and  lumeft  will 
own  llicy  are  often  at  4  lofs  to  difiin- 
guifli  which  is  the  moil  eligible  line  of 
duty. 

1  am  one  of  tliofc  whom  the  prefent 
unhappy  difturbanccs  in  America  has 
thrown  idle.  1  have  been  in  this  ftaie 
for  twelve  mouths  pad  ;  and  though  I 
find  it  very  difagrccable,  I  -wilh  to  lx; 
patient  and  rcAgned  until  the  unhappy 
vpiarrt  l  can  he  lerniinatctl,  or^batj  can 
fall  into  fomc  other  way  of  bufinefs.  In 
the  mean  time  I  would  wifii  to  fpend  my 
idle  lime  in  endeavouring  to  improve 
myfelf. 

Some  time  ago  one  of  your  correfpon- 
dentM  [Vol.xxxiil.  P  199.]  recommended 
(1  thought  in  a  very  Icnlihlc  manner)  the 
ftudy  of  hitlory  as  a  proper  mean  of  im¬ 
proving  the  mind.  I  wiib  he  had  condc- 
feended  u|>ou  the  particular  authors  that 
he  judges  pio|xrr,  and  the  order  in  which 
he  Wwuld  advife  them  to  be  read.  Jn 
tliis  he  might  perhaps  oblige  many  more 
as  well  as  me.  1  have  not  the  moft  uif- 
tant  hopes  td*  ever  making  any  lignre  in 
the  literary  world  :  the  character  «>f  the

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complexion,  as  fiin-Biirnt  ami  barren. 
O.n  the  Spanilh  Ihore  are  many  watch- 
towers,  ranging  along  to  a  great  extent, 
detigned  to  alarm  the  country  by  fignaU 
on  the  appearance  of  an  enemy.  We 
hail  Spanilh  and  Moorilh  towns  in  view, 
witli  tlie  roel:  and  fortrefs  of  Gibraltar, 
Sea-birds  were  flyii’g,  and  numerous 
final  I  craft  moving  to  and  fro,  oir  every 
quarter.  We  had  a  gentle  breeze,  and 
our  fails  all  fet,  with  the  current  from  the 
weftern  or  Atlantic  ocean  in  our  favour. 
In  this,  the  water  was  agitated  and  noify, 
like  a  llinllow  brook  running  over  peb¬ 
bles  ;  while,  in  the  contrary  currents, it 
was  ImiFoth  and  calm  as  in  a  mill-pond, 
except  where  diO.urbcd  by  albicorcs, 
porpnircs,  and  fea-monfters,  which  fpor- 
ted  around  us,  innumcr.ible.  Their  bur- 
nilhcd  lilies  rertciifcd  the  rays  of  the  fun, 
wliich  then  ihone  in  a  pii^durehpie  Iky,  of 
clfiar  .ay.urc  foftened  by  thin  ticecy  clouds, 
imparting  chcarfolncis  to  the  waves, 
which  teemed  to  fmile  on  us. 

Our  entry  into  the  Mcditcn*»'’.nean  is 
here  faintly  defciilK'd,  as  no  words  can 
convey  the  ideas  excited  by  feenes  of  fo 
miu’h  novelty,  grandec.r,  and  beauty. 
'J'he  vnO  alVemblage  i  f  ’nulky  monfters  in 
particular  was  beyond  mcafure  amazing-; 
foiiu*  leaping  tip,  a-;  if  aiming  to  divert 
Ur. ;  fome  appioachirig  tb.e  Ihij),  .as  it 
were  to  be  fecn,  lloatir.g  together  a- 
brc.iil,  and  half  gut  of  the  water.  We 
counted  in  one  company  fourteen,  of  the 
Ij'irics  called  by  the  failors  T/ae  Butiie* 
07/e,  each,  as  we  guelled,  about  twelve 
feet  long.  Thcfe  are  almod  iliapclcfs, 
looking  black  and  ody,wiih  a  large  thick 
fin  on  the  back,  no  eyes  or  mouth  dif- 
ccruibU*,  th<*  head  rounded  at  the  extre- 
mltv,  and  fo  ioined  with  the  body  as  to 
rf-ndtr  it  difiicult  to  dillingiiith  where 
ilu'  one  end ;  or  the  otlwr  begins  ;  but  on 
the  upper  pait  is  a  liolc  about  an  inch 
and  a  half  in  diameter,  from  which,  at 
regular  intorval<,  the  log-like  beingblows 
out  w.it«  r  acconipanicd  with  a  pr.tf  au- 
d’.l'ic  .it  fome  dillancc. 

'r«'  rv'mplcat  this  wonderful  day,  the 
Inn  lutvnc  its  fitting  was  exceedingly 
blr,  .iiul  .'oTmr.cd  a  variety  of  iantaliic 
It  XV, tf  rurroiiinlexl  finf  with  a 
goiv’en  glorv,  of  gre.n  extent,  and  flamed 
upon  ihc  Imtacc  of  the  fca  in  a  long  co- 
lucm  of  tire,  'i'hc  lower  half  of  the  orb 
foon  after  immerged  in  the  horizon,  the 
oti.vr  pvirtictn  remaining  very  large  and 
ud,  with  halt  ot  a  Im.i'ier  orb  beneath  it^ 
auvl  Ko.aratc,  but  in  the  fame  diiefl ion.. 
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the  circular  rim  approaching  the  line  of 
its  diameter.  Tlieic  two  by  degrees 
united,  and  then  changed  rapidly  into 
dirt'erent  figures,  until  the  releinblance 
was  that  of  a  capacious  punch-bowl  in- 
N  tiled.  The  rim  of  the  bottom  extend¬ 
ing  upward,  and  the  body  lengthening 
below,  it  became  a  mulhroom  on  a  (talk, 
with  a  round  head.  It  was  next  meta- 
niorpholed  into  a  flaming  cauldron,  of 
wlilch  the  lid,  fifing  up,  Iwelled 'nearly' 
into  an  orb,  and  vanilhed.  The  other 
portion  put  on  feveral  uncircular  forms, 
and  after  many  twinklings  and  faint 
glimmerings  flovvly  dilappeared,  quite 
red  ;  leaving  the  clouds,  hanging  over 
the  dark  rocks  on  the  Barbary  fliore, 
ihuly  tinged  with  a  vivid  bloody  hue. 

And  here  we  may  recollecft,  that  the 
antieiits  had  various  ftorics  concerning 
tl.e  letting  of  the  fun  in  tlie  Atlantic 
ocean  ;  as  for  inftance,  that  it  was  ac¬ 
companied  with  a  nolle,  as  of  the  lea 
Ihiling,  and  that  night  immediately  fol¬ 
lowed.  That  its  magnitude  in  going 
doum  apparently  incrcafed,  was  a  popii- 
I  l.ir  remark,  but  had  been  contradicted  by 
an  author,  who  oblerved  thirty  evenings 
I  at  (Jades,  and  never  perceived  any  aug- 
I  mentation.  One  writer  had  aflirnied, 

I  that  tiie  orb  became  an  hundred  times 
bigger  than  its  common  fize. 

I  This  phxnomencn  will  vary,  as  it  de- 
I  p  nds  on  the  ftate  of  the  atmofphere.  It 
is  likely  to  be  maft  remarkable  when 
wcflerly  winds  have  prevailed  for  Ibme 
time;  ihele  coming  over  the  Atlantic 
ocean,  and  bringiiig  with  them  the 
vapours,  whieh  avife  continually, 
or  are  exhaled,  iroiii  that  iuiiRcnle  body 
ot  water.

OiiscRVATiONS  on  fome  English  Pro¬ 
verbs.

Ti  /f  Y  lord  Bacon  obferves,  that  the  gc- 
— nins,  wit,  and  fpirlts  of  a  nation 
.av*  dcfcnbcd  by  their  proverbs  ;  fiicli  as 
tlie  rn»l'lc  fublirnity  of  the  antient  Greeks 
and  Roman'*,  the  gravity  of  the  Spa¬ 
niards,  the  fprightlincfs  of  the  French, 
and  tt'.c  rugged  simplicity  of  the  Englilh. 
I  dial!  make  a  few  obfci  v.atlons  on  thole 
provcihs,  winch  arc  either  originally 
i'ugiiih,  (T  adopted  by  oiir  countrymen, 
and  chiclly  applied  to  perfons  ia  high 
lif-'. 

“  Sail,  opioth  the  king ;  hold,  quoth 
the  wind.’* 

Tills  is  a  proucr  admonition  to  kings, 
that  however  great  tlicir  power  may  be 
over  their  l‘ub;eiits,  the  wind,  feas,  and 
we.itlier  will  not  obey  them,  let  them 
I'lulier  and  threaten  as  much  as  they 
l)leafe. 

“  Tiie  king’s  cheefe  goes  half  away  in 
parings.” 

That  is,  a  great  deal  of  it  it  fijiiandcred 
amotigfl  rl.e  collectors  and  other 
odicers  of  the  rtvtrnur,  iti  public  falaries, 
and  [>erhaps  private  cmbez'/lemerts,  un¬ 
it  is  liit  y  are  llriClIy  watched  and  often 
called  to  account.

T  liough  too  many  princes  don't  card 
how  much  their  poor  fubjeds  are  fleeced, 
they  fcldom  pardon  fuch  injuries  wdicn 
done  to  iliemfelves,  efpecially  if  they  hap¬ 
pen  to  be  defr.aadcd  in  that  which  is  tlieir 
darling  palTion ;  and  therefore  fome  of 
our  modern  minifters,  much  wifer  than 
their  predecelfors,  infiead  of  touching  a 
bit  of  their  matter’s  goofe,  have  fettened 
it  up  for  his  own  table  at  the  people’s  ex- 
pence,  as  well  as  another  for  themfclvcK 

“  Kings  and  bears  often  worry  theie 
keepers.”  , 

'This  is  a  very  grofs  comparifon,  and  I 
am  forry  to  find  it  amonglt  our  Englilh 
proverbs ;  though  even  Solomon,  whb 
was  a  w'ife  kiug,  as  well  as  the  wifeft  lX 
men,  makes  ufe  of  it.  Nay  the  truth  of 
it  is  Confirmed  by  a  Ihoufand  inftances  in 
hiftory,  and  ought  to  be  a  warning  to  all 
b^  minificra,  and  courtiers ;  fome  of 
wmom  are  fo  fenfible  of  iheir  danger,  tliaft 
they  ufe  tlnir  maders  little  better  tlwtn 
bears,  keeping  them  almoft  coiiftantly 
muz'/led  and  tied  up;  they  thus  grow 
tame,  and  find  it  for  their  advantage  to 
lead  them  about  thcmtelves.

“  Melancholy  and  uneafinefs  arc  vifi* 
ble  in  mod  countenances,  and  happy  ia 
the  man  that  can  fecure  his  effe^s  from 
the  ravages  of  the  provincials,  and  the 
people  who  call  themfelves  fnends  to 
the  American  caiife.
